U.S, SHIPBUILDING 


DECLINE OF 1,769,000 TONS 
: Iv A YEAR. 


Although over.-a million and 
three-quarters gross tons less of 
shipping are being built in the 
United States to-day than = year 
ago, the reduction in the world 
total under construction is less 
than 4 per cent. says a statament 
just issued by Lloyd's register of 
Shipptog. Retarns from all coun- 
tries for the quarter ended Joly I 
show an aggregate of 7,720,000 
tons under way, compared with 
8,017,000 at this time Izst year. 

The sharp decline in American 
building has been almost coro- 
pletely offset by gains’ made by 
practically all the other maritime 
countries. On Joly ¥, 1920. there, 
was under constrection in the 
United: Kingdom mote than's 
million gross tons in excess of the 
Joly 1, 1919, figure. while all 
other countries combined. ex- 
clusive of the United States, 
showel an increase cf over 400,- 
000 tons. The Amorican aggregate 
of 3,874,000 tong a year ago has 
now declined to 2,105,000 tons. 


BRITAIN REGAINS LEAD. 


- Today, therefors, according to 
the returus, the United States is 
building 1,472,000 tons less than 
the United Kingdom, whereas 5 
year ago America led by 3,350,000 
tons. At the same time the lead 
held by American shipyards over 
those of other countries, Great 
Britain excluded, has been pared 
down so rapidly that the Ameri- 
can margin of 2,254,000 tons on 
July 1, 1919, has now been 
reduced to less than 70,000 tons, 
Tho rapidity of the shrinkage in 
shipboilding in this country is in- 
dicated by the fact that almost 
op to the beginning of this year 
the United States was still lead- 
ing the United Kingdom.

Is it praiseworthy or blame- 
worthy for 2 wife to kill her 
husband in’ order to gave bim 
from pain? 

tt in a delicate problem in 
ethics, the pros and cons of which 
are now being thrashed out by a 
section of the Parix Press. - 


In 2 poor part of Montmartre— 
the Monimarire so renowned for 
its nightly gaiety and dissipation 

—there resided 2 workman 
named Bernard. and bis wife 
For months Bernard had suffered 
from a disease which the best 
medical skill proaguaced to ba 
incutabie.- 

Mme. Bernard was his devoted 
nurse, She did everything possible 
to assisgo his pain, but to no 
purpose. 

His sufferings were intense. 
and often the stricken man beg- 
ged her, as a further proof of her 
wifely affection, to put bin cob 
of bis misery by ending his Ife. 
Mme. Bernard refused. 

Later, however, the poor wo- 
man, half demented by her 
Lusband’s suffering. felx that she 
could no longer resist his plead- 
ings far death, and she determined 

-to eng bis martyrdom. 

First of all embracing her has- 
band, and telling him that they 
would dio together, she seized a 
revolver, and shot him dead. 

Then she turned the weapon 
ageinst herself, but her aim was 
dess‘ sure, and she ‘failed to kill 
herself outright. ‘She was taken 
to the hospital . dangerously 
wounded, and now. lies there. - 

She begged that the doctors’ 
care might be exercised towards. 
hastening her. end, rather than 
prolonging her life, as she had no 
wish to live now that herhusband 
was dead, .

RECORDS. 

London is stated by the County 
Medical Officer, Dr. W, He 
Hamer, in his repart far last year 
to be axperiencing quite a 
martiags boom. Tha report 
ahowss— - . 

Nore marriages than in apy 
year on record except 1915 . 

Births in closing weeks of 1929 
and first quarter of this year 
exceeding all records. 

Deaths 59,124, compared wit 
75,923 in 1918. . 

Infantile mortality lowest ever 
known. . 

Dr. Hamer estimates that th 
population of the Connty of 
London last year was .abjut 
4,540,062, a similar figure to that 
of 1914. But of these $0,000 were 
still on active service. How, 
then he asks. is.the scarcity of 
accommodation in London sven 
zarly last year to be acconnted 
for? The cessation of building 
operations during the war doobt- 
less accounts for mech of the 
scarcity, but part may ba due tr 
the increase in the number af 
marrisges in London during the 
war, there being abont £7,000 
more in the four years 1915-18 
than in 1911-14. 

Thesa-marriages involved the 
creation of saparate establish- 
menta, either immediately or as 
Aemobili: atian proceeded, and this 
ata time when no new accom- 
modation was, being provided.

The increase has been main- 
tained in 1920, and: in the first 
quarter of the year 36,303 births 
were registered, giving an estim- 
ated birth rate 32 per 1,000. . 

The loss in births caused by 
the war upto the end of 1919 is 
estimated at 114.496,

supposeth. Bnt it is all-important 
to get them right at the outset— 
or, as is gaid in practical 
literature, from the word “go 
and the advice the paper has to 
give about them is as follows:— 


Descriptive Articles on Great 
Occasions.—The beginner will 
probably find there is very little 
to describe. He must learn to 
invent. Street crowds have 8 
pestilent babit of no: cheering 
at the appropriate moment; your 
first business will be to make 
them. Celebrities flash by in 
closed carriages. totally hidden 
by the police; sou will rathlessly 
expose them, bowing to the storm 
of applagse which sweeps across 
the multitude filling the square 
an@ lining the classic steps of St.
